wst»rs. Everything pressged victory, ud It 
W3S fondly hoped this last seaport of the re- 
bollion would be closed np. The attempt has 
beta mide and has failed. The accounts, con 
fused and mtsterious as they are, let us kcow 
this mich. To f um up bikfly, tome patent 
tion to blow up a fort five hundred ytrds 
as attempted. There was s great wiste 
of pov. der ; sn cxploe ion dull and indistinct as 
stmt thunder, that woull hardly rock a 
ch p upon the wsvcf . The fort, of course, 
wis no more itjired than if It bad been situ- 
ated at the Golden Gate, on the Pacific 
rben the resl effort began. Th? 0 :et drew, in 
-. half moor, aronnd the fort and poured a ter 
rlble concentric fire upon - its walls, under 
cov-.r of which our land forces and the ma- 
rines flaslly r,ucceeded in capturing the Flag 
Pond Battery, a small 
and oome prisoners. 

80 fat all it welL The navy his behaved 
la a manner worthy ol its noble prestige. But 
tuddecly.andfor reasons not yet explained, 
there is a hst'.y embarkation began tt night, 
end In bad weather. 

Not being Informed ot the objects of this 
gigantic expedition, we are by co mesrs grst 
ded trkk snch result!.

Since writing the above, we have received 
Admiral Portei's tfli;iil report, which con- 
fluus ail we have said about the efficiency of 
the fliet, though we re-ret to add that the 
army does not appear as lavorably as we at 
first surmlt:J. They did nothing. Fort 
Fisber was not even assaulted, although, as 
we eei from Bullet's inter to Admiral Porter, 
he tkirn>i-h line went actually within filly 
yards cf the fort, and three or four men actu- 
ally adventured upon the parapet, capturing a 
horse, killing an orderly, and taking the fl lg 
from the fort.

D. D. FOOT EE, Rear Admiral 
This ends the farce of the assault on Fort 
Fisher. We ouit it here. It bat ended 
everythirg undertaken by that miserable But- 
ler mutt end— in failure and disgrace. He.

iDMTRAL: Upon landing the troops and 
making a thorough reconnolssance of Fort 
F s'j. r, both Gen Wrifz 1 and myself are lully 
of the opinion that the place could not be 
carried by aseanlt, as it was left substantially 
unit j seed as a defensive work by the navy 
fire. We found seventeen guns, protected by 
traverse*, two only of which were dismount- 
ed, bearine on the beach and covering a strip 
of land, the only practictble route, not wide 
enough for a thousand men in line of battle. 

Having captured Flag Pond Battery, the 
garrison of which, sixty- five men and two 
commissioned officers, were taken off by the 
navy, we also captured Half-Moon battery, 
and seven officers and two hundred and eiabt 
men of the Third Sarin Carolina Junior Re- 
serves, including its commander, from whom 
I learned that a portion of Hooke's division, 
cocsls-.ice of Kirkland s and Hspgood's brig- 
ades, had been seat from the lineibefore Rich- 
mond on Tuesday last, arrivlrg at Wilming- 
ton Friday night. 

>/Gen. Wei-z.'l advanced hit sklrmith line 
within fifty ysrdt of the fort, while the garri- 
son was kepi within their bomb-proofs by the 
fire of the navy, aid so closely, that three or 
four men of the picket line ventured upon 
the parapet, and through the sally port of the 
wcrks, captured a horse, which they brought 
off, killirc the Orderlv. who was the bearer of 
a dispatch from the chief of artllltrr of Gen. 
Whiting, to bring a light battery within the 
fort; and also brought away from the pirapet 
the lias of the fcrt. This was done while the 
shells of the navy were falling about the heads 
of the daring men who entered the work; snd 
it was evident, aa toon at the fire of the navy 
ceased because of the darkness, that the fori 
was fully manned strain, aad opened with 
grape and canister upon our picket line. 

Finolrjg that nothing but the operations of 
a regular siege, which did not come within my 
instructions, would reduce the fort, aad In 
view of the threatening aspect of the weather, 
ihe Wind arising from the southwest, render 
ine It impossible to snake further landing 
through the surf, I canted the troops, with 
their prisoners, to re- embark; and I tee noth 
lrg further that can be done by the laud forces 
I shalA, therefore, tall tor Hampton Roads is 
soon aa the transport fi*et can be got in ordar.

New York Times has become very 
philosophical about Kentucky. The course 
of the Journal, in the estimation of the editor 
of the Times, Indicates a great deal— a great 
change in Kentucky. This State Is going to 
rid itself of slavery. The Times forgives 
Kentucky and apologizes for her delinquency 
in not taking such a course before. 

Now, the course of the Journal means noth- 
ing, except that the editor thinks he Is in the 
line of esfe precedence, and on this eubject he 
s a pcor jadge ; none poorer iu the State. 

The present Legislature will tot tench the 
sntjsct of slavery, nor will the next. The ma- 
jority of this 8tst9 will not voluntarily plnrge 
into revolution sgairst our own Constitution. 
Ksntuckiins have more practical sense about 
slsvery than Abolition preacteir, Including 
the Journsl,-can tell them. 

We don'i hold tint a State can forfeit her 
right to manage her own sfftirt her own wsy. 
Certainly Kentucky has not forfeited that 
right; nor will she gc-tlfy any party, by her 
own set, that would rcb her of this right. 
That slavery has aaythiig to do with a Union 
of these Sates is a miserable party fallacy. 
The on'y connection Is made by a party that 
swears to hive no Union with slave States. 
As we have the Constitution on our side, we 
can only tay to them, If they will not have a 
Union of States at they are snd ts they always 
have been, they ctn go out themselvei; pro- 
vided, wc are not able to make them sisy in 
and cbay tho Constitution^, and laws. This 
dominsnt pirty are not for a Union of Slates 
as tho people of the Suites choose to have 
them, at thty proposed at the start. They are 
after the abolition of slavery for par'y ends 
and to gratify party ambition. Nearly half the 
North and all the Sonth are against these 
party ends, and we do not believe Kectuckians 
will voluntarily sacrifice their own rlehts and 
coaviciions to gratify any party ambition in its 
revolutionary purposes. 

The Timta need net set so high a value upon 
the couiss of the Journal. It is proverbial for 
being t turning marhine, and remarkable for 
j oining failing parties. It b a pclltical Jonah, 
fatal to all passengers who sail in the same 
ship. The Republican party may look out for 
squalls now that the Jcurnal has joined them. 

EZF*The Argue-llcs ease saems to be qiletly 
dropping from all consideration. Mr. Seward 
justifies, and his Jastrfi*at'on, without elimi- 
nation, Is rcctlved as satisfactory. Yet we 
think the importance of the principle Involved 
ocgbt not to be so quietly shelved. If there 
had been an extradition law with Spain and 
Spain had properly IdenttfloJ the accused and 
tarnished the usuil evidence of his probab'e 
guilt, we would justify and applaud th«ract.

All animals cut, drink, breathe, nni the 
higher orders, those endowed with brains, 
sleep. Ma* stands the highest in the scale, 
being classed with the mammalia, which 
bring forth Using young and arc warm 
blooded. The whale is aUo of this class, 
breathing the same air that man does, b;- 
being ooth viviparous and w»rm 



blooded, is all which respects he is nnlike 
the fish. Another distinctiTe feature of 
the mammalia is this : Their heads are a'l 
united to their bodies by » vertebral col- 
umn consisting of seven bones, whether the 
distance is measured by feet, as in tie gi- 
raffe, or by inches, as in the mole.

Ths human integument i« Jouhle: (he 
outer layer is termed the cuticle, theinner 
the true akin. The former msy be raised 
by a blister, which is a life process, as 
dead Cesh may be burned but never 1 lit- 
tered. It is without feeling, has few points 
ef interest, and may be considered as a 
shield simply for the true skin underneath. 
The latter is so abundantly supplied with 
minute nerves and blood vessels that we 
can hardly insert a needle anywhsre on 
the body without drawing blood an'l feel- 
ing pain. The sensitiveness of fhe akin is 
early taught the child by the mo-l.fr- 
hand, and the master's feruie often keeps 
np the recollection. The true skin serve* 
as a soil for the growth of the hairs, nesr 
the roots of which are oil glands which 
five the hairs a glossy coning by their se- 
cretion. The hairs are much like corn 
stalks, with a hard exterior and pithy in. 
side. The coloring matter is deposited in 
the latter. If this coloring matter is de- 
posited through loss of vigor in the secre- 
tory functions, grayness supervenes: and 
if the roots of the hair fail in their func- 
tions, wholly, baldness comes on. Gray- 
Bess arises by degrees generally, but eases 
are known where the hair of the head has 
bssn blanched completely in a single 
night or other space of time nearly n« 
limited, and owing to mental anxiety 
generally.

The subject of the unity of ths race cannot, 
however, be treated of to any extent in 
this article. 

To understand fully ths value of cloth- 
ing and materials therefor, it should be un- 
derstood that the vigor or heat of the system 
is electrical in its nature, and govered by 
same laws which control (he electrici- 
of the natural world. Whatever sub- 
aerial or material, which come in 
contact with ths externa! surface of the 
body, or of the internal lining of the lungs, 
and are good electric conductors, depress 
the vital powers by abstracting the heat 
of the body, and in proportion as the latter 
is lessened is the system laid open to at- 
tacks of disease. The person who lies 
down in a cold bed warms the bed nt the 
expense of his own heat; if a snow bank 
be substituted for the bed, death might oc- 
cur if the experiment was sufficiently pro- 
longed. The boy who bathes in the river 
is warming the water to his injury often; 
ti e harm will depend much on the amount 
of time spent in the water and the .normal 
vigor of the constitution which is to honor 
the draft. Cold water bathing, more than 
is demanded by cleanliness, is injurious 
rather than otherwise, as tending to chiU 
the surface and interfere with the healthy 
performance of its functions 

The immediate clothing of the surface 
of the body should be' a non-conduetor; 
silk and woolen are the best The substi- 
tution of cotton for those so generally in 
this latitude has proved an unmitigated 
curse fer the deadening effect upon the 
skin by its conducting properties has tend- 
ed to throw inwardly those excretions 
which should pass outwardly. In hot cli- 
mates the action of the surface is stimulated 
by the atmosphere, but in the temperate 
tones the skin needs a proper protection, 
otherwise the inner surface of the body, 
which is but a continuation of the outer, 
must do the work of the latter. Ona of the 
first symtoms of consumption is a dead, 
pearly whiteness of the countenance, the 
very opposite of health. Chronic diarrhea, 
that acourge of the hospital, brought on 
by wet clothes and sleeping on the ground, 
practices unavoidable in the soldier, bnt 
none the less deadly, may be easily explain- 
ed on this theory. In no one place can 
the "ounce of prevention'" be so profitably 
nrsplied as to the care of the outside in such 

be worn in tutn- 
mer as well as in winter. Ths coolest dress 
a person could wear in summer would be 

one of woolen as tight as the skin; not 
tighter than that, as one fellow complained 
his pants were, for he said he could sit 
down in his skin without splitting it, but 
he couldn't in his pants. Laborers at forges 
and furnaces wear woolen shirts, 
which absoin the perspiration readily and 
allow it to evaporate, which process cools 
the surface, while cotton will not only 
absorb moisture but retain it more persist- 
ently. If non-conducting clothing it desi- 
rable in the working hours, much more so is 
it proper when the body reposes passively. 
People take cold much more easily when 
aslfcp than awake, and hence woolen 
sheets and blankets are worth adoption as 
bedding to the exclusion of cotton ; and it 
is quite possible that a silk or woolen eap 
might be of signal service in preventing 
baldness and grayness, as such an article it 
reooromend»d to those who are suffersrt from 
neuralgia in the head. 

Ibe worth of the physical exercise as a 
means in keeping the skin in a healthy 
coa lition can hardly be overrated. It 
gives a healthy hue to the cheeks and rig- 
or to the excreting functions generally. 
It is not necessary or advisable to exercise 
violently, and the severer movements of 
the gymnasium and the boat race, draw- 
ing powerfully on both muscular and ner- 
vous syetems, are entirely unnecessary if not 
positively injurious so far as mere exer- 
cise for health is concerned. There is no 
necessity for eschewing utilitarian labor, 
even such < s gardening, sawing of wood, 
shoveling of snow, or even walking, and 
the youth who engages in such labors as 
wiUnil others as well as himself is doubly 
a benefactor. The effect of temperature and 
exercise, or the want of it combined, is well 
shown in the monkey. In his native woods, 
surrounded by a tropical heat, life is con- 
stant motion with him. Brought north 
and caged, with limited opportunities for 
movement, he dies with consumption, and 
foul air gets the curse, while a proper un- 
derstcndLig of the action of the external 
surface under the two conditions would 
suggest quite a different epitaph.

Mr. Rennet C. Fowler, of Fan-haven, Con- 
necticut, who has just been released from 
the Old Capitol Prison at Washington, 
called at this office yesterday, and made a 
brief statement of his case as follows : 
Last fall he left his home to travel for the 
benefit of his health, which was very poor, 
and to ascertain in regard to his son, who 
was serving in the Union army. On his 
arrival at Washington for that purpose he 
put up at the Mitchell House. That night, 
after hs had retired to his room, three men, 
not in uniform, broke into his room, and 
declaring that they were United States de- 
tectives, pretended to arrest him. The first 
uuestion they aakod was, "how much money 
have you ' ' He told them the amount of 
his money, and they immediately proceeded 
to-steal some one hundred and thirty odd 
dollars. Two of them then left, and the re- 
maining one, without any explanation, ex- 
hibition of warrant of any kind, or allega- 
tion of charges, took him to the Old Capitol 
Prison, at Washington, and put him into a 
cell. Mr. Fowler's baggage was also rob- 
bed, and not even a shirt was left him. 

Days and weeks passed, and Mr. Fowler's 
health, already delicate, declined rapidly. 
The room swarmed with loathsome vermin, 
which teemed to abound in every thread of 
the miserable old blankets that were given 
him for a bed. The food he spoke of as 
most horrible. Breakfast consisted of a 
cup of muddy slush called coffee, but hard 
ly fit to threw in the gutter, two or three 
little cakes of hard tack, and a small piece 
of still-fed port that would oftentimes fall 
in pieces from its own weight when taken 
up with the fingers. Dinner was composed 
of what tbey called beansoup and a piece 
of beef hardly the size of three fingers. Sup- 
per was often a piece of bread and coffee 
sometimes a piece of hard tack with mag 
goto crawling in it. Neither knife, fork 
nor spoon was ever allowed. When any 
one of the prisoners looked out of the win 
dows, they were told to put their heads 
back or they would be fired at. Last Thurs 
day, through the influence of some friends 
and a member of Congress, Mr. Fowler was 
released. An officer came to the prison 
with an unconditional release from As- 
sistant Secretary Dana. 

No questions were asked of him, nor was 
the oath of allegiance tendered, nor the 
money returned which had been stolen, and 
he is entirely ignorant of any charges 
against him, or any reasons why he should 
have been arrested. lie never heard any 
reason given. He comes from the prison 
with shattered health; "for," said he, almost 
with the simplicity of second childhood, 
"that horrible place has almost killed me." 
Such were the adventures of an old man, 
going to the capitat of the United States to 
seek information of his son in the Union 
army. The World was cot allowed to be 
read by the prisoners, but the Washington 
Chronicle and papers of that stamp, that 
fitted well the condition of the prison, were 
allowed to circulate freely. Mr. Fowler 
stated that Colonel Wood, the Superintend- 
ent, seemed courteous and kindly disposed, 
and he believed that the condition of the 
prison must have been the fault of some our 
else, as he thinks Colonel Wood a most 
generous and noble man.
